With three points from two games, Aust- 
ralia is poised to reach the quarter-finals of 
the world youth championship. But England 
still stands in the way. 

And elimination is still possible. 


If Australia loses to England in Sydney tomorrow 
(Thursday) and if Argentina beats Cameroon by more 
than one goal, Australia will miss out, 

But the lion-hearted Socceroos have fought back fu- 
riously in their first two matches. 

They came from one goal down to beat world champion 
ee on Saturday and they turned a 1-3 deficit into a 
3-3 draw with talented Cameroon in Newcastle on Mon- 
day. 

While the Australians were doing battle with Cam- 
eroon, Argentina and England kept themselves in the run- 
ning by drawing 1-1 in Sydney. 

they continue fighting the way they have been, the 
Australians should be able to beat England, which was 
far from impressive in its 2-0 victory against Cameroon 
on Saturday. : 

And who knows, Cameroon may even beat Argentina in 
the first game tomorrow, putting yet another complexion 
on this group. 

Ebongue, Djonkep and Olle Olle are brilliant forwards 
capable of ripping apart the best of defences. 

However, the only reason they did so against Australia 
was that there were lapses of concentration in the Aus- 
tralian rearguard, 

Coach Les Scheinflug had warned his men about Cam- 
eroon and about taking things too lightly. They will have 
learned their lesson. 

Caution and patience will be important against Eng- 
land — and strikers Wallace and Finnigan will have to be 
watched closely. 

Paul Allen shouldn’t be underrated either. He may 
have had a poor match against Cameroon but he hasn't 
earned his big reputation without justification. 

Whichever way it goes, the young Australians have 
done their country proud, and they have injected life into 
a competition that looked in danger of dying before it 
started, largely due to shortage of publicity and the 
Sydney Cricket Ground farce.

Australian soccer hasn’t had much to cheer 
about this year, so the explosion of joy that

It was, 
therefore, very refreshing 
to see our youngsters rest- 
ore some of the gloss 
which had disappeared. 


Credit is due to Les 
Scheinflung, who obviously 
has managed to instil a 
good measure of pride and 
determination in his youth- 
ful charges. The coach, of 
course, is lucky. to some 
extent in that he has young 
minds to mould, without — 
for the moment — any of 
the ‘star’ pretensions of 
the senior side. 


_ In this area the Austral- 
lan sporting media has a 


major role to play in the 
future. 

Do we want these kids to 
go on to bigger and better 
things? Or are the same 
mistakes going to be made 
again, with the Kays, Mit- 
chells and Hunters to be 
praised up to the high 
heavens, only to be rubbi- 
shed when they fail to live 
up to exaggerated ex- 
pectations?

750 million people around the globe 
watched as five dignitaries stood in front of 
an Official dais made up of a table which 
looked like it belonged to a VSF official with a 
yearning for cards and an Australian flag 
which almost had blown away an hour earlier 
when a helicopter landed, 


The occasion: the open- 
ing ceremony for the 1981 
WorldYouth 
Championships for the 
Coca Cola Cup, the third 
greatest event in world 
sport after the Olympic 
Games and the World Cup 
proper. 

The venue: Melbourne’s 
Olympic Park, renovated 
to the tune of $4.45 million. 

ASF president _Sir 
Arthur George made a 
short, sharp speech which 
finished,with his call for 
three cheers for the Aus- 
tralian team which had 
defeated Argentina in 
Sydney about two hours 
earlier. Even Sir Arthur 
gave up the ‘‘Hip, Hip” bit 
when his impassioned plea 
received a feeble respon- 
se, It wasn't so much that 


the Olympic Park crowd 
lacked patriotism. It 
seemed more likely that 
the fans were bewildered 
by the president of the host 
country making such a 
plea when he opened the 
third biggest event in 
world sport. Still 750 mil- 
lion looked on. 

F.I.F.A. president Joao 
Havelange used French to 
officially open the 
championships. His speech 
was short and I suppose it 
was to the point. I don't 
speak French. 

Then Mr Something-or- 
other proceeded to use up 
eight minutes of vital sat- 
ellite time with his speech. 
Still 750 million looked on. 
You almost could hear 
them cheering when some- 
one pulled the plug out and 
the microphone went dead. 

Before this important

Saturday, October 3, the 
day everybody associated 
with soccer is waiting for 
the 1981 World Youth Cup 
gets underway. 

Unfortunately the media ad- 
vertising has been very poor 
but we still manage to draw 
around 15,000 people. I’m sure 
that with the correct publicity 
there could have been a full 
house. 

The conditions, from a play- 
er's point of view, are great. 
The ground is in good condi- 
tion, probably the best I have 
ever seen it, and the weather 
is not too cold. 

The opening day is in Mel- 


bourne and spectators still are 
coming in to see the best young 
players from all over the 
world, and maybe to compare 
them with their sons, to find 
out how good they are or how 
good they should be. 

The first game is Italy v 
Korea. 

Italy are the hot favorites 
and Korea the ‘underdogs’. 
Not too much is known about 
the Koreans but who cares? 
No-one seems to worry about 
them anyway. 

The Italian manager seems 
to think Rumania is the team 
to beat, but I’m sure every- 
body is worried about Brazil, 
the fourth team in the group. 

The Korean manager says 
his side is here hoping to learn 
aS much as possible about the 
game but also to do its very 
best. ? 

I went to see the Koreans 
train during the week and my 
first impression was that they 
were an average team. I must 
be honest and say I did not 
think too much of them. They 
seemed very sharp and quick 
but not too strong, seeing that 
most of them are fairly small. 
But I soon changed my mind 
on Saturday night, I can assure 
you and I think | might not 
have been the only one. 

I went downstairs before the 
game to see the young men 
getting prepared. The tension 
is great. You can feel it just 
being there with them. Every- 
body is getting into their gear 
knowing that the hand work of 
the last two years has been for 
tonight and the rest of the 
week. They know they must 
produce the goods in the next 
90 minutes, 

Italy seems to be confident 
and sure of itself, warming up

in a professional manner. It’s 
the first time I have seen the 
Italians and some of them are 
quite big and seem to be very 
strong. 

Being down there with the 
players I realized how dearly I 
wished to play in this Youth 
Cup. It brought back some 
fond memories when in the 
Jast World Youth Cup the 
young Aussies were doing 
battle against Paraguay and 
Israel in Paraguay. 

I remember the great feel- 
ing then, playing in front of 70,- 
000 people and not being able 
to hear your team mate speak 
when lining up in front of the 
crowd. 

Anyway, everybody is wait- 
ing for the teams to come out 
onto Olympic Park. Suddenly 
you hear the roars from the 
crowd as the players walk out 
onto the ground. 


It was obvious the Italians 
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had a large following with red, 
white and green flag’s every- 
where and people shouting and 
cheering their team on. 

But the Koreans too have a 
following. Maybe not as big as 
the Italians but still deter- 
mined to make its presence 
felt, 

The teams lined up in front 
of the grandstand and went 
through the formal proceed- 
ings before they warmed up. 

Italy seemed very skilful 
and fairly strong as.it warmed 
up. The Korea all met on the 
field in a huddle. They had 
their last motivation talk, 
perhaps telling each other they 
would win together or go down 
together as a team. When they 
Started to warm-up they all 
seemed to be very sharp and 
fit. 

In the early minutes both 
sides were very tense. Both 
team's weretackling hard, not 
giving anything away. It was 
obvious that the Koreans’ 
game was based on speed and 
sharpness, passing quickly and 
supporting quickly. 

The Italians seemed to be 
the stronger physically and 
were passing the ball around 
with some good individual 
Skills. It did not take long for 
teams to start attacking. In 
the fourth minute Italy went 
down the left flank to cross 
early only to see Back Chi Soo 
head clear and a strong shot 
from Manzo flashed just wide. 

Italy is playing a lot through 
Galderisi in the early stages. 
He starts another attack with 
Gamberini receiving the ball 
on the right and crossing to see 
another scramble in the 
Korean goalmouth. 

In the 7th minute the ball 
came out at the Korean 
defence and worked its way to 
the left side where it was 
crossed to find Choi Soon Ho. 
He knocked it down to Kwak 
Sung Ho who shot first time 
from 20 metres and a bad mis- 
take. by Riccetelli in goal, 
allowing the ball to go under- 
neath him, gave the Koreans 
an early lead. 

Everytime the Italians at- 
tacked the Koreans were very 
quick to set up the counter at- 
tack. Time and again Korea 
pushed out of defence very 
quickly, always finding a free 
man in midfield with many 
supporting players coming 
through from deeper positions 
to create havoc with the Ital- 
ian defence. 

Kwak Sung Ho was the man 
mostly finding the space in 
midfield and causing the 
damage there. Choi Soon Ho 
up front, was running riot, 
looking dangerous every time 
he was in possession. 

The Koreans are so quick 
and sharp they are not letting 
the Italians have any time to 
do anything. They are so dis- 
ciplined that after every 
attack everybody gets behind 
the ball except for Soon Ho, 
which makes it so hard for the 
Italians to break through 
Korea’s defensive zone. 

In the 12th minute Korea is 
quick out of defence and anoth- 
er great early ball from the 
midfield puts Soon Ho through 
on his own as most of the Ital- 
ian defenders appeal for offsi- 
de. Soon Ho rounds the keeper 
and steadies to score a bril- 
liant goal. 

The game was turning into 
end to end stuff but the Ital- 
ians’ final pass let them down. 

In the 13th minute Dario 
Dona crossed deep from the 
left flank to find Cinello at the 
far past who controlled well 
and shot from 10 metres but 
Choi In Young pulled off a 
great save. 

Korea again looking dan- 
gerous in the 16m creating that 
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The captains exchange pennants and best wishes before 
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the game —

free midfielder to find Soon Ho 
10 to shoot from 20m to test the 
Italian goalkeeper. Because 
they push the ball around so 
quick and accurate they have 
many options in which made it 
easier, as well the Italian 
defence is starting to look sus- 
pected. 

Italy breaks away down the 
right in the 24th minute and a 
good cross from Gamberini 
finds Progna & narrowly miss- 
ing from six metres. 

By this time the tackling 
was Starting to get pretty hard 
and vicious tackle from Bruno 
on Kwang Woon brought out 
the first yellow card. That's in 
the 26th minute. Yet the hand 
tackling did not worry the Ko- 
reans. it just made them play 
harder. Although inferior in 
size they started to let the Ital- 
ians know that they also could 
tackle hard. 


Soon Ho always made sure 
he showed himself to his team 
mates, the sign of a good 
target man. His ability to 
dribble and shoot enabled him 
to score another fine goal in 
the 29th minute. His strong 
shot from 20 metres took a 
slight deflection of Progna and 
rocketed into the bottom right 
hand corner of goal. 

Korea's three goal lead sur- 
prised everybody. Maybe even 
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the Koreans. Everybody was 
now so impressed with 
Korea’s football that a lot of 
the fans had changed their al-, 
legiance. 


The second half started with 
very strong tackling from the 
Italians. They probably were 
told that every 50-50 ball must 
beGiritalian ball. 


I was wondering at this 
stage whether the Koreans 
could keep up the pace they 
had shown in the first half be- 
cause usually the Asian teams 
fade away in the second half. I 
wondered if this could be the 
case tonight. 


Italy needed an early goal to 
Stay in the match and I thought 
they might have scored when 
Jun Jing Sun made a bad mis- 
take and allowed Cinellow in 
on the left wing to cut the ball 
back for a first time shot from 
Mariani. But he was denied by 
another great save by Choi In 
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Young in goal for Korea. To 
date he had been faultless and 
saved the Koreans quite a few. 
times. 

The Koreans were showing 
some great skills and team- 
work. In the 60th minute they 
‘play three one-twos to put Kim 
Kyung Ho through with the 
keeper to beat but he shot wide 
under pressure. 

Both sides were beginning to 
tire and many of the players 
were suffering cramp because 
of the famous first half spell. 

Kwak Sung Ho received the 
ball about 25 metres from goal 
and let loose with a thundering 
shot, testing the Italian goal- 
keeper again. Minutes later he 
again shot from 30 metres. The 
ball was heading straight for 
the top left hand corner, but 
there was another good save 
from Riccetelli. Kwak Sung 
Ho is only a small player but 
after his goal and these two 
shots he has shown he sure can 
hit a ball. 

The Italians still were find- 
ing it very hard to penetrate 
the Koreans until the 78th. 
minute when sub-Pari went 
down the left wing, beat Choi 
Chul Hee and drove a low 
cross to the rear post. Choi In 
Young dropped the ball allow- 
ing Pietro Mariani to slam it 
into the top corner from only 
four metres out. 

The players were showing 
signs of tiredness with sloppy 
passing and tempers starting 
to fray. In the 82nd. minute 
Lee Kying Nam was tackled 
but retaliated. A small group 
of players began to scuffle but 
only Lee Kyung Nam’s flame 
went into the book. 

The last goal of the game 
came in the 87th. minute. 

Choi Soon Ho sent a great 
ball through two Italian de- 
fenders to put Lee Kyung Nam 
through. He made no mistake 
to make the final score 4-1 for 
Korea. 

Choi Soon Ho, the Korean, 
captain, played a match win- 
ning role. Chilean referee 
Gaston Castro did a fine job 
and had control of the game 
right throughout. 

Korea had come from being 
a team that no-one knew any- 
thing about to being the most 
talked about team in the Mel- 
bourne group on Saturday 
night. An absolutely fantastic 
effort by the small, nippy Ko- 
reans.

What a proud day for Australian soccer! 
What a day for Paul Kay. He had some game, 
the little fellow. 


I hoped like everyone else that the Aussies would win this one, 
but I didn’t really believe it. I mean, how could we possibly beat 
the world champions — the country of Maradona? 

When Argentina got a penalty — what a shocking decision that 
was — I felt as shattered as the players must have felt, and I 
really thought it was all over. 

But the Australians proved me wrong. God, how they fought! 

Argentina — out there on the park — looked way below its high 
rating in the world, In every department except sheer ball skill, 
Australia was Argentina’s equal. And in fighting spirit and 
strength we were far ahead of them. 

Kay was the star. He never stopped running, he controlled play 
really well, and he always tried to win time for his team mates, 

It was very early in the game that Carlos Mendoza, out on the 
ras wing, showed he would be the major threat to the Australian 
defence, 

Robbie Wheatley was having a hard time with him in the first 
half, and I really thought coach Les Scheinflug would take him off 
and bring on David Skeen to mark Mendoza, because Skeen is a 
Berti Vogts type. He really sticks close to his man. 

Wheatley stayed on though, and he started playing Mendoza 
tighter and harder. Wheatley really took over in the second half. 
It was a great comeback. 

From the start, it was obvious that the Aussies would make full 
use of Steve Blair's height at corners and free kicks. Blair was 
coming up for headers at the far post and as early as the second 
minute, he brought a good save from goalkeeper Sergio Goy- 
cochea with a header from Peter Raskopoulos’s free kick. 

And a minute later we actually had the ball in the net! Grant 
Lee played a through ball for Raskopoulos who collided with the 
goalkeeper, the ball ran loose and Dave Mitchell stuck it away, 
but the referee reckoned it was a foul on the keeper, so he dis- 

‘allowed it. 

We had another chance a couple of moments later. Mitchell 
headed down a cross from Raskopoulos to Mark Koussas who 
missed from a few meters, but Koussas was offside anyway. 

Five minutes had gone by and Australia was showing Argentina 
how to play! It was a real surprise. 

I'm sitting there amazed, thinking this one’s going to be really 
hard for Argentina. 

But the Argentinians are no dummies. Centre forward Enrique 
Borrelli gets the ball in a fast Argentinian break, gets into the box 
but shoots over the top as the Australians are scrambling back 
desperately to cover. 

One break, and the Argentinians look dangerous. 

This could be our downfall — pushing up too much and leaving 
ourselves open. 

Down in the corner Fabio Incantalupo clobbers the right back, 
Nestor Clausen. Fabio was hit by Clausen earlier. He’s got his 
own back now. 

I'm getting a bit worried now. The longer the game goes on, the 
worse it's going to get for us. The Argentinians will get into the 
game sooner or later, and then it could be curtains. 

Indeed, Mendoza gives the first glimpse of what could happen if 
we're not more careful. He dummies to do down the line, cuts 
back inside past Wheatley, but is blocked by Blair, A good player, 
this Mendoza. 

Argentina's running off the ball very well when they attack, 
and Mendoza and Carlos Tapia are bringing off some great com- 
binations down the left. 

Then Burruchaga comes out of defence with a great run, slips it 
through for Mendoza who goes inside and feeds Tapia moving into 
the box, but goalkeeper Glen Ahearn gets down to stop the move. 

Australia’s not doing well on the flanks. We're trying to go 
through the middle too much, 

Free kicks and corners are our best bet. Oscar Crino takes the 
next free kick — a really good, powerful one, but it’s just wide. 


Clausen clobbers Incantalupo this time. Incantalupo has got 
past the full back, so Clausen just takes away his legs. Having 
already been shown the yellow card, Clausen should be off, but 
the ref only looks at his number. 


I like the left back, Jorge Gordillo. He does an Alan Davidson, 
bringing the ball past heaps of players into attack and then giving 
it to Tapia who pushes it into the open for Claudio Garcia. A good 
moment for Argentina. Ahearn faces Garcia and comes at him. 
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The young Socceroos’ victory 
over world champions Argen- 
tina was the greatest ever 
achieved by an Australian team 
in the international arena. 


It eclipsed the great feats achieved by the 
Socceroos in 1973 when they qualified for the 
World Cup finals and anything since and 
before that time. 

I was privileged to be in Hong Kong the 
night the Socceroos defeated South Korea to 
win through to the 1974 World Cup finals in 
German 


This us a marvellous and unforgettable oc- 
casion and a memory I will always cherish. 

But ljast Saturday's victory over a Soy 
at the Sydney Sports ground was even better. 

It was a moment that not only brought back 
the credibility to soccer in this country but 
also lifted the status of Australian sport 
throughout the world. 

Let's face it, following the floodlight fiasco 
at the Sydney Cricket Ground — the ‘‘fawlty 
towers’ establishment of Australian sport —a 
bad loss to the Argentinians would have killed 
the whole youth championships. 

Disillusionment would have taken over and 
the whole show would have fizzled out into a 
non-event. 

Now, with this magnificent win over the 
world champions, the series is alive and inter- 
est is at a peak. 

After beating the best in the world the next 
Tesults for our young team are a bonus. 

I was a bit amazed at roating a report on 
Monday morning that our magnificent victory 
was achieved on enthusiasm and spirit.

How much more money 
is going to be poured in 
prize money for obscure 
race meetings instead of 
financing the facilities a 
city the size of Sydney 
needed some 20 years ago?

Left back Neil Banfield also played soundly, 
but the centre backs, Stewart Robson and 
Philip Crosby were too loose and the midfield 
was poor. Even big-name player Paul Allen of 
West Ham was disappointing. 

It was clear to all the English players after 
this game that they would have to improve 
dramatically if they wereto have any hope of 
reaching the quarter-finals. 

The first flash of Cameroon skill electrified 
the crowd in the first few moments of play. 
Midfielder Louis Mfede came up to take a free 
kick and he bent it like some Brazilian virtuo- 
so, just wide of the top corner. 

And in the second minute, Olle Olle, with a 
shot on the turn, hit the bottom of the post. 

Seconds later, goalkeeper Mark Kendall fell 
forward awkwardly while making a save and 
dropped the ball to the feet of Ebongue who, 
unbelievable, missed from three metres. 

Ebongue again threatened the goal, turning 
like a panther before lashing it at Kendall 
who, however, plucked it out of the sky. 

Another Cameroon player who impressed 
me was little midfielder Alexandre Belinga 
Belinga who has a good tactical brain as well 
as skill. He picked up men in midfield and also 
pushed back into the defence to take oppo- 
nents when other defenders were pulled out of 
position. 

Allen made the first of some serious mis- 
takes when he lost the ball to Ebongue after 


trying to hold it too long. Ebongue streaked 
away and played a through ball for Olle Olle 
but it was a little long, and Olle Olle failed to 
reach it. 

Then Ebongue played an inspired lob over 
the England defence to Stephan Macky who 
tried to flick it in with his head, but the ball 
eluded him fractionally. Another let-off for 
England. 

And another one, as Olle Olle whipped a 
cracking shot over Kendall but onto the 
crossbar. 

Yet again, as Ebongue ran through the 
defence on the right, shot, and was foiled by 
Kendall's save. 

Cheers rang through the staduim when 
Cameroon appeared to have scored the goal it 
so richly deserved. 

Again it was Ebongue who started the 
move, weaving his way through for a shot that 
was blocked by Robson and went back to Olle 
Olle for another shot. This time Kendall de- 
flected it to Macky who stuck it away. But 
Cameroon’s jubilation was cut short by the 
linesman’s flag which indicated the goal was 
offside. 

The game wilted in the last 10 minutes of 
the first half with England continuing to 
impress even though Cameroon had hit a low 


spot. 
Put England managed a few sputtering 
moves after resumption. 

First Wallace got up for a pretty good head- 
er, and then Crosby, Steve Kinsey and Finni- 
gan combined before Belinga Belinga blocked 
Finnigan at the crucial moment. 

Kinsey didn’t Jast much Jonger. He was re- 
placed by Michael Small in the 50th minute, as

rain started to drench the poor souls out there 
on the grassy hills of the Sports Ground. 

Spectators forced their way up into the 
Press section of the grandstand and defied 
orders to get out.

Robson started to pick up Ebongue a little 
more tightly as England warmed to its task in 
the rain, but again Cameroon sparkled as 
Djonkep turned past Banfield and fired a low 
hard shot into the side netting. 

Sweeper Andre Marie Kopla, who had taken 
a knock in the first half, was replaced by Her- 
mann Kingue in the 57th. minute just seconds 
before Finnigan shot England into the lead 
with a 25-metre dipping shot over goalkeeper 
Pierre Yombo Ndonhong. 

Finnigan was injured and replaced by Neil 
Webb in the 65th. minute, as Cameroon 
mounted another inspired attack, via Djonkep 
and Ebongue, who missed again. The move 
was offside anyway. 

Wallace was too high with a hard, angled 
shot on the turn, and then Ebongue was shown 
the yellow card over a clash with Kendall, who 
was hurt and needed treatment. - 

Wallace had another chance for England 
but he missed the ball as he lashed at it inside 
the penalty area, 

Cameroon brought on David Dibongue for 
midfielder Mfede in the 77th. minute, Dib- 
ongue went to centre forward and Ebongue 
dropped back into midfield. 

But in the 80th. minute England wrecked 
any hopes Cameroon may have had of getting 
back into the game. 

Webb played a corner from the left, Geoff 
Dey darted at it at the near post and flicked a 
glancing header over the defenders, into the 
net for the second goal.

About the crowd violence, 
here’s what they said: 


SAPORITI: ‘Football's a 
game and the people should be 
able to go to the stadium for a 
happy experience, and not in 
fear.” 


CARTWRIGHT: “I blame 
the Press. I would like to read 
emphasis on skill and grace in- 
stead of the bad things about 
football because these bad 
things find their reflection in 
the behaviour of the crowd. 


Asked whether the crowd 
behaviour had anything to do 
with what happens on the field 
— and there were a lot of fouls 
in this game — Saporiti said: 


“I didn’t see anything like 
that today.” 


English FA official Ted 
Croker said: 


“It was a game of hard con- 
tact, but both teams are 
staying at the same hotel and 
they shake hands afterwards. 
The crowd should approach 
the game in the same spirit.” 


Peter Scott reports that the 
crowd trouble was started by 
the England fans who purpo- 
sely provoked the Argentinian 
fans. 


He says many of them ob- 
viously were drunk. 


About general play, Cart- 
wright said: 

“The Argentinians attacked 
us with the ball, which is 
something you don’t get much 
in England. The problem of 
our youth team is the problem 
of English soccer. There’s not 
enough emphasis on skill.

The match was probably the 
best soccer entertainment Ad- 
elaide has had for more than a 
decade. And that includes the 
1977 clash between Arsenal 
and Red Star Belgrade played 
at Hindmarsh Stadium as part 
of an international tourna- 
ment.

ceremony in which young boys

This West German 
youth team displayed all 
the attributes of the senior 
team. 

They were tough, un- 
compromising, aggressive 
and disciplined. 

And of course they were 
very skilful, too. 

The West German 
youngsters did not give an 
inch, particularly after 
grabbing an early lead. 

This West Germany- 
Mexico game was more 
like a senior World Cup 
match, because both sides 


played with extreme 
caution. 
The West German 


sweeper did not move over 
the half way line for the 
entire match, and always 
stayed about 10 or 15 yards 
behind his defence. 

However, he may have 
been more aggressive had 
the Germans not grabbed 
such a quick goal. 

The Mexicans, tipped to 
be one of the favorites, 
were disappointing be- 
cause they failed badly in 
front of goal, although they 
had good twin strikers in 
Jose Curie] and Jose Her- 
rera. 

But they lacked the 
toughness to ruffle the 

ans and as a result 
rarely broke through to 
test the goalkeeper, Ruedi- 
ger Vollborn, who looks 
like a Sepp Maier carbon. 

The Mexicans looked 
sharp in midfield. The side 
was packed with skilfull 
ball players, but unfor- 
tunately there were not 
enough grafters. 

e the Germans 
would scamper back if 
they lost the ball or if a sit- 
uation demanded they give 
defensive support, the 
Mexicans rarely did this. 

German captain Ralf 
Loose was the instigator of 
most of his team’s attack- 
ing thrusts and also did the 
hard work in midfield. 

His attacking winger 

Thomas Brunner was the 
star, however. A player 
with a devastating turn of 
speed, he ran the Mexican 
defence off their feet. 
Unlike some of our play- 
ers, he ran directly at de- 
fenders, swerved past 
them and left them stand- 
ing.

self in countless attacking 
build-ups. 

But for all their author- 
itative play, the Germans 
were probably fortunate to 
clinch both points because 
their goal had an element 
of luck. 

After just two minutes a 
Mexican defender lost the 
ball on the edge of the pen- 
alty area to Loose who 
went past one player and 
struck it past goalkeeper 
Adrian Chavez. The shot 
took a deflection however 
and considering Chavez's 
brilliant performance it’s 
highly likely he otherwise 
could have stopped it. 

But they are the breaks 
teams expect in the World 
Cup. 

The Mexicans had their 
best chance to equalise in 
the 48th minute when over- 
lapping full back Fran- 
cisco Chavez blasted the 
ball against the post on a 
tight angle just five 
metres out.

Chavez again stopped 
another sparkling drive 
from Holger Anthes at a 
time when the Germans 
were mounting pressure, 

The Germans’ neat dis- 
posal of Mexico is a firm 
warning to the giants of 
South America that they 
mean business, and I 
expect them to at least 
reach the semi finals. 

Indeed, they looked so 
professional that they 
could go all the way and 
win the final on October 18. 

The Mexicans cannot 
yet be discounted, but they 
will need to sharpen up in 
front of goal if they are to 
win their last two games 
and stay in contention. 

The man could 
spark that revival is their 
sweeper Angel Martinez.

Paul Servin, the attack- 
ing left full back, impres- 
sed me with his thinking on 
the ball and his coolness in 
tight situations. 


That is rare in a young 
player and he is obviously 
a player who will need to 
again perform for Mexico 
to produce results. 


But Mexico’s main re- 
quirement now is tough- 
ness. It will need physical 
strength to overcome 
Egypt in Canberra tomor- 
row night (Thursday) be- 
cause the Egyptians are 
all solid. 


Herrera and Curiel will 
particularly need to show 
more grit. If they do, the

Saturday night at Olym- 
pic Park saw the opening 
ceremony of the FIFA

The opening ceremony itself 
was extremely colorful with 
the national banners and flags 
of the 16 finalists paraded for 
all to see. 


During the speeches offi- 
cials of the ASF and VSF were 
busy ushering people here, 


there and everywhere, then lo ~ 


and behold first one, then two 
and then many more Victorian 
referees came into view. 


What’s this, one asks, a pre- 
sentation? No, not quite. Our 
humble men of the whistle ex- 
changed black and white uni- 
forms for sky blue dust jackets 
and entertained with program 
selling. Aha! They'd found 
their vocation at last. 


So the scene was set for a 
sporting extravaganza. Alas, 
somebody forgot to inform the 
people of Melbourne that this 
wonderful spectacle was 
taking place, thus only 16,500 
people were in attendance to 
see four of the best youth 
soccer teams in the world go 
through their opening games. 
But we will return to this sub- 
ject later, On with the show! 


Having witnessed a very en- 
tertaining opening game be- 
tween Italy and Korea I waited 
eagerly to see the brilliant 
Brazilians and the Robust 
Rumanians. 


The game started 10 
minutes late and it instantly 
was apparent that this was not 
going to be the open, flowing 
game which we had just wit- 
nessed. Instead we were in for 
a hard fought struggle between 
two completely different 
styles of play. 


It wasn't until the fourth 
minute that either side got 
near the penalty area. Mircea 
Gabor won a corner for Ru- 
mania which he took himself 
but it easily was cleared by 
Brazil. 


Brazil's first attempt at goal 
came four minutes later when 
a free kick from 35 metres 
gave them a chance to show 
some of their magic. Four 
players ran over the ball 
before Leomir struck a pow- 
erful drive which was blocked 
and cleared by the Rumanians. 


Shortly after a cross from 
Leomir found Marcelo rising 
above Rednic to head down, 
just past the post. 
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In these early stages it was 
noticeable that this was a lot 
tighter game than the Italy v 
Korea match. The Brazilians 
were finding it difficult to get 
through the midfield to the at- 
tacking third where the deft 
one-two’s that they play so 
well, come into being. 


The Rumanians are very 
strong defensively, packing 
the midfield, but showing little 
imagination going forward. 
When they do venture forward 
most of their play goes 
through one of their stars 
Dorel Zafir, out wide on the 
right. 

In the 23rd minute Ruma- 
nia’s Mihaita Hanghiuc shot 
powerfully from 18 metres. 
The ball ricochetted off Julio 
Cesar and had keeper Pereira 
at full stretch to turn it around 
for a corner.

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team in Australia is a watered- 
down version of the one that 
actually won the Under-18 Eu- 
ropean title last year to qualify 
for this year’s finals. 

Only four players from that 
team remain, the rest having 
stayed in England because of 
club commitments. If this sort 
of policy is now being applied 
to England youth teams, then 
the future of the English game 
will become even more bleak 
than it is at present. 

As far as England’s senior 
team is concerned, the chick- 
ens may already have come 
home to roost. I wrote in Feb- 
ruary that England had lost 
the chance to pit her players 
against the world's best, thus 
denying the English players 
valuable international ex- 
perience. 

One of the outcomes is Eng- 
land’s present World Cup qual- 
ifying predicament. With one 
game to play, it seems highly 
unlikely that England will 
qualify. This will continue to 
happen so long as England's 
players are denied the chance 
of competing against the best 
in the world when they are in- 


' vited to play in tournaments 


with little but prestige at 
stake. 

So what if they lose a game 
here or there? It is far better. 
to gain experience in this way 
and to establish a good team 
than to wait until the really 
vital games and then to be 
found wanting. 

A seeming paradox exists in 
ne soccer at present. The 
national team is floundering, 
yet club sides are winning Eu- 
ropean championships. Lest 
those who support England’s 
current policies take heart at 
this fact, there is a simple ex- 
planation. Most of the success- 
ful English club sides have for- 
eign players in their ranks — 
Dutchmen, Yugoslavs, Ar- 
gentines, Scotsmen, Wel- 
shmen and Irishmen, The Eng- 
lish national team cannot, of 
course, call upon these players 
and hence we have the differ- 
ence in fortunes of the national 
team as compared with the 
club teams. 

And so to the present World 
Youth Championships. Instead 
of using the series to give the 


best youngsters top-class ex-- 


perience, a weakened team 
has been sent. 

English journalists such as 
Garrett Jones, Colin Malam 
and Ken Goldman have ques- 
— such a short-sighted pol- 


cy.

situation up nicely when he 
said: “Everyone in England 
should be thinking along the 
lines that this squad is likely to 
produce players we'll need for 
the senior World Cup in 1986 
and 1990. Very soon now, 
we've got to answer the ques- 
tion of whether international 
football is important to us, or 
not’’. 

English fans can only hope 
that present squad has the 
players that will be able to 
serve England in the years 
ahead.

AJAX STAR HOLDS SCOTTISH RECORD

Victorian State League champion Green Gully 
Ajax could lose its galloping goal machine Gus 
Macleod who flies back to his native Scotland 
on November 30. 

Macleod is just eight goals short of notching 
100 goals for Pollok, the most successful side in 
Scottish junior soccer, and he’s itching at the bit to 
achieve what would be a memorable personal 
milestone. 


The sight of the aggressive big man bearing down on goalkeepers 
and defenders became fixed in the minds of Victoria’s soccer 
followers almost from Macleod’s first game here in the 1981 
Ampol Cup. 

I recall saying at the time in ‘‘Soccer Action” that 1 didn’t think 
the big man had the close skills necessary to lend an effective 
hand to Ajax’s ambitious plans this year. Macleod remembers 
my comments too. 

Well 23 league and cup goals later and State League 
championship, Ampol and Dockerty Cup medals it seems that 
I've had to bite a considerable length off my long tongue. 

The big man's onfield efforts are a sight to behold. He puffs and 
snorts like an angry bull let loose. He can dish it out and take 
it. All the time urging on his teammates. He’s deadly coming 
in at the back post and he always seems to get onto the end of 
most things going in the penalty area. At times his face is one 
only a mother could love. 

The after match Macleod looks like the perfect stereotype of the 
business executive — immaculately dressed, mannerly, a 
very fine gentleman indeed, if you please. 

Macleod fell in love with Australian Rules Football after a short 
time in the country. I was prompted to create a “Soccer Ac- 
tion’”’ Dink of the Month award and big Gus was going to be the 
recipient. Boy am I glad that that award never was published. 
I dread to think what could have happened to my arms and 
legs. 

Seriéesly though Macleod on the field and Macleod off the field is 
like chalk and cheese. 

He established himself as one of the great characters of State 
League soccer in a very short time. In an arena too often 
devoid of personalities Macleod shines like a welcome beacon. 

He holds a unique scoring record in the Scottish League Cup. 
When he was with St. Mirren in the early 70's he scored five 
goals in a League Cup tie against Hamilton Academicals — a 
record unsurpassed in League Cup football to this very day!

There must have been 
about 20,000 people at the game and we got beat 5-3. 

“] lined up as a twin centre half alongside Gordon McQueen and I 
aine's do too bad for my first game — I gave away two penal- 
ties 

‘But I was just having a run as a stopper. I got my chance to play 
up front with a guy called Alistair MacLeod after his partner 
Jim Blair was transferred to Norwich City.. Wee Bobby 
McKean was the winger then and he was best I’ve ever seen. 
He’d beat his man and hit the ball to the back post every time. 
I was a great pal of his and it was a tragedy when he was found 
dead in his car in 1978. They said it was suicide at the time but 
there were a few stories flying about. I went to his funeral. It 
was a tragedy, it really was. 

‘‘I was with St. Mirren for two seasons and I was joint top scorer 
for the club in my first season. 

‘“‘That’s the club. at which I got recognised as a goal scorer. It was 
the most professional club I'd been with. 

“Actually I could tell you a few funny stories but there aren’t 
many that you could publish. 

“All the players were protestants but the manager, Tommy 
Bryceland was a catholic. We went to play Norwich in a pre- 
season friendly just before Gordon McQueen was transferred 
to Leeds United. We had a night out on the town after the 
match and news came through that St. Mirren and Leeds were 
deadlocked on McQueen’s transfer. McQueen wasn’t too 
happy so he accused Bryceland of Geliberarely” Coodiockns 
the deal because McQueen was a protestant. McQueen was 
pretty far gone at the time and Bryceland told me to put him 
to bed so I threw him across my shoulders and took him to his 
room. 

“T left St. Mirren after the club sacked Bryceland and hired Willie 
Cunningham as manager. 

“Cunningham took me into his office one day and told me that he 
wanted to institute a youth policy at the club. I was 23 at the 
time but he wanted to transfer list me. 

“Things got so bad that I was locked out of Love Street and denied 
training facilities! So I got the players’ union involved and St. 
Mirren soon found out that while I was on the transfer list they 
couldn’t refuse me the right to train there. 

“I said to Cunningham that he’d go before I went but I was 
wrong. 1 went to Hamilton Academicals for $24,000. 
Cunningham was sacked the very next day. 

“That was in 1974 and Eric Smith was the Hamilton manager. I 
linked up with Paul Hegarty who now captains Dundee United 
and is in the Scotland squad. 

“‘We went on trips to Spain and Cyprus. The Cyprus trip was for a 
tournament with Stoke City, Sheffield United and a couple of 
teams from Cyprus. : : 

“Alan Hudson was at Stoke then. Me and Phil Bonneyman were at 
this disco in Cyprus when an attendant called us into the foyer. 
The attendant pointed to a guy lying in the gutter outside and 
asked us if we knew him. It was Alan Hudson so me and Phil 
carried him back to the hotel and put him to bed. Hudson came 
down the next morning looking for the two guys who carried 
him home. When he found out it was us he gave us a bottle of 
vodka each. 

“It was because of the manager of Hamilton that I didn’t stay 
there long. He had a very abrupt manner which I didn’t like. 

“We were due to play Glasgow Celtic in the quarter-finals of the 
Scottish League Cup and we were having a late training ses- 
sion on the day before the match. Eric Smith’s putting us 

ough this free kick when he snaps his fingers at me and 
tells me abruptly to go and fetch the ball. I told him that my 
father didn’t even talk to me like that so he sent me in from 
the session. I found out later that he tried the same thing with 
the player who used to be the fill-in for me and the guy went 
and got the ball.

“They were in Second Division and although 1 was there for two 
years the monotony of travelling to training got too much.

It’s a homely 
club and the fans are great. 

“I’m a free player when I get back to Pollok. I really don't know 
what I'll be doing next year because I’ve got a few loose ends 
to tie up back home. I think I'd be very tempted to stay with 
the Gully if the club made me as good an offer as it made at 
the start of this season. 

“The whole Green Gully club is tremendous and my teammates 
are a great bunch of lads. They helped me win the top scorer 
award in the State League this year. I'd like to commiserate 
with Frankston’s Charlie Egan and Jan Loughnane from 
Croydon, They were unlucky not to win the award and they're 
a couple of good blokes. I wish them all the best next year. 


“When I first came here the biggest problem I had was getting 
used to the heat but the clubs here are more professionally run 
than even Second Division in Scotland. I think money has a lot 
to do with it. You get twice as much here as you get in Second 
Division back home.” 


While most players wind down after an exacting season Macleod 
looks forward to October’s State League Cup competition. It 
could be the last time he’s seen in Green Gully Ajax colors. 

“I'm contracted to the Gully still and I’ve got a job to do for the 
club in the State League Cup. My whole future's up in the air 


at present. I don’t know if I’ll be back in Australia or not next 
vear"’

But since the start of the 
national league, he has labored 
under enormous difficulties. 
It was due to these difficulties 
that he quit in early 1979.

Cirkovic 
said the players were not good 
enough and of course he wa 
proved right. 

It has been Cirkovic’s mis- 
fortune over recent years to be 
given players picked out not by 
him, but by others.

ing. 

Cirkovic wanted to buy Gary 
Cole from Wilhelmina but the 
committee resisted and Cole 
went to Heidelberg. This year 
Cirkovic wanted Dave Brogan 
from Croydon, but again the 
committee dithered and 
Brogan went to Croatia in- 
stead. 

There were fears that Ci- 
rkovic would quit earlier this 
year over Irish imports Jim 
McLaughlin and Mike Mclvor. 
Cirkovic maintained neither 
was good enough for_ the 
national team. Some com- 
mitteemen disagreed and 
there was pressure on Cirkovic 
to use the players. Again he 
was proved right, however, 
and both were transferred to 
Doveton.

\Ipswich out, 
Celtic too, 
goals galore 


The giants of Eu- 
ropean soccer went 
on the goal rampage 
in 56 ties in the conti- 
nent’s three club 
competitions. 


In the Champions’ Cup, 
holder Liverpool of England 
hit luckless Oulu of Finland for 
seven, Red Star went one 
better sot Hibernians of 
Malta in Belgrade, and Bayern 
Munich of West Germany sma- 
shed five past Swedish guests 
Oesters Vaxjo. 

The one big name which will 
be missing from the second 
round draw in Zurich will be 
Celtic of Scotland, the 1967 Eu- 
ropean champion. 

Celtic’s 1-0 first leg lead was 
erased after just 28 minutes 
against Juventus in Turin 
when Paolo Virdis unleashed a 
rocket shot past goalkeeper 
Pat Bonnar. 

Striker Roberto Bettega 
secured a Juventus victory 12 
minutes later when he took a 
pass from international team- 
mate Marco Tardelli to beat 
Bonnar with a well-placed shot 
from 10 metres. 

Liverpool, chasing its fourth 
European Cup triumph, an- 
nihilated Oulu for the second 
time in 12 months. Last season 
it beat the Finns 11-2 on aggre- 
gate in the first round. 

Liverpool which won 1-0 in 
Finland, had to be satisfied 
with just seven goals this time, 
Terry McDermott scoring 
twice and Kenny Dalglish, Ray 
Kennedy, David Johnson, Ian 
Rush and Mark Lawrenson 
adding the others. 

Bayern, champion in the 
years 1974-76, tends to play 
well if European Footballer of 
the Year Karl-Heinz Rumme- 
nigge Is on form. 

Rummenigge, who scored 
the only goal of the first leg 
against Oesters in Sweden, 
was in tune with a double. His 
West German international 
team-mate Dieter Hoeness 
also hit two goals and Kurt 
ples took the tally to 

ive. 

Portugal’s Benfica became 
the third former champion to 
stroll into round two, althouth 
it did so in less spectacular 
fashion against Ominia Ni- 
cosia in Cyprus. 

Benfica, which won the 
trophy in 1961 and 1962, com- 
pleted a 4-0 aggregate win 
thanks to a solitary second half 
goal from Chalana. 

THe UEFA Cup provided 
one major upset when holder 
Ipswich of England fell at the 
first hurdle against Aberdeen 
in Scotland. 

Ipswich, the English league 
leader, paid the price for man- 
aging only a 1-1 draw at home 
in the first leg. 

They fell behind when 
Gordon Strachan netted a 19th- 
minute penalty but pulled level} 
when his Scottish international 
teammate, John Wark, equal- 
ised from the penalty spot 15 
minutes later. 

But the second half belonged 
to Aberdeen, with winger 
Peter Weir crashing two as- 
tonishing goals past Ipswich 
goalkeeper Paul Cooper. 

Cup Winners’ Cup holder 
Dynamo Tbilisi of the Soviet 
Union owed its success over 
Graz in Austria to dynamic 
International winger Ramas 
Shengelia. 

Shengalia scored both goals 
as Dynamo drew 2-2 to qualify 
on a 3-2 aggregate.

Now Boniek, and fellow 
renegades goalkeeper Jozef 
Mlynarczyk and defender Wla- 
dyslaw Zmuda, are playing 
again... Boniek having retur- 
ned to duty in a tournament in 
Ikast in Denmark. 

Born in Bydgoszcz on March 
3, 1956, Boniek started his foot- 
balling career at 12 when he 
joined Zawisza. This actually 
upset his father who had 
played for another local side, 
Plonia, and had hoped his son 
would follow in his footsteps.

“At first I didn’t care be- 
cause I was injured and 
needed a break. But when I 
was fit again, I got angry. It 
was frustrating missing every 
game, especially in the league, 
because I desperately wanted 
to win the championship with 
my club.
